There have been rumbles al 
ready regarding new indus- 
trial projects Incorporation 
and unification will be im 
portant matters for considera 
tion. And the Cucamonga 
County Water District has 
hopes of annexing another 
$700 acres soon 
Perhaps the most vital issue 
of 1965 will be the widening of 
Archibald Ave Cucamonga 
main street, from Foothill 
Blvd. to Base Line Rd., sched- 
uled for next sum 
Approved by the High 
way Commission late last 
month, the $205,500 construc- 
tion job will extend Archi- 
bald's width from 60 to 88 feet 
transforming it into a major 
four-lane highway 
The addition of 28 feet of 
street may not seem iike 
much, but it represents a 
arge chunk of land to Cuca- 
nongans, particularly those 
businessmen whose firms now 
are a mere sidewalk away 
from that stretch of Archibald 
According to present blue- 
prints, all of the buildings on 
the west side of Archibald for 
two blocks north of Foothill 
must be razed — or, at least, 
lose their frontages. On the 
east side, the old Bank of 
America structure at the 
northeast corner of Foothill 
and Archibald must go 
Inasmuch as many of the 
buildings destined for destruc- 
tion in 1965 were erected six 
decades ago and have pro- 
vided the heart of Cucamonga 
with its ‘‘frontier’’ atmos- 
phere, a goodly number of 
longtime citizens are aroused 
They don’t like the idea of 
the State destylizing their 
Spanish-western heritage for 
the sake of California’s for- 
ward march. They have stat- 
ed they will fight the State 
every inch of the way to pre- 
serve some of the tradition 
In arguing for a change in 
plans, a few of the business- 
men to be affected have. esti- 
mated that approximately 100 
jobs will be eliminated by the 
bulldozer’s sweeping action, It 
is their contention businesses 
will move elsewhere rather
